INTRODUCTION. 


ERE  vve  to  trace  their  Origin  to 
W5*",®,  that  primeval  Pair,  with  whom  the 
i*-1»  Author  of  Nature  completed  the 
kSh^Jk!  g^nd  Work  of  the  Creation,  we 
fhould  fmd  all  Mankind  related  to  each  othen 
Even  at  this  remote  Period,  when  the  Sons  of 
Adam  are  difperfed  through  the  World,  difter- 
jRcr  in  Complexion,  Cuftoms  and  Manners, 
the  civilized  Part  of  his  Defendants  ftiil  re¬ 
tain  a  Kind  of  fraternal  Affection,  and  ate 
prompted  by  Humanity  and  Benevolence,  to 
relieve  the  Dijlreffes  and  folace  the  Sorrows  of 
their  unfortunate  fellow  Mortals,  in 
whatever  Clime  or  Country  they  drew  their 
firft  Breath.  Pity,  facial  Love  and  Charity  are 
Citizens  of  the  World,  and  extend  their 
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benign  Influences  to  the  whole  human  Race: 
Yet  thefe  Heaven-horn  Virtues,  have  Bounds 
prelcrihed  to  them,  as  to  the  radiant  Lamp  of 
Bay ,  which  fhines  with  but  a  feeble  Beam 
upon  Countries  remote  from  its  Path,  while 
witn  redoubled  Vigour,  it  chears,  enlightens  and 
enlivens  thefe,  more  immediately  in  its  Pre¬ 
fence. 


Man,  however  faoundlefs  are  the  Defires 
excited  in  him  bv  Benevolence  and  focial  Af- 
fection,  is  frill  limited  in  his  Abilities  and  Ca¬ 
pacity-,  and  though  his  Wifhes  may  incline  him 
to  be  ferviceabie  to  all  his  Fellow-creatures, 
he  foon  difeovers,  that  he  has  it  in  his  Bower 
to  be  of  Uie  but  to  a  very  few:  Confcious  of 
this,  he  begins  with  thole  to  whom  the  Lies 
of  Blood  have  more  immediately  connected 
him,  and  widens  the  Circle  as  far  as  his  Abi¬ 
lities  will  permit.  Among  the  Objedts  which 
prefent  them fe Ives  for  his  Afliilance  and  Re¬ 
lief,  after  his  particular  Relatives  and  Friends, 
his  Countrymen  are  his  peculiar  Care.  H;s 
Predilection  for  them  is  by  no  means  the  EtTeft 
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o r  IN  a r ro w n eis  o t  N e n 1 1 m e n r ,  D u t  p roceed s  fr o m 
the  fame  laudable  Motives,  which,  ever  hr.ee 
the  Eftafali fome  nt  of  civil  Society,  have  induced 
good  Citizens,  not  only  to  love,  but  if  Oc- 
cafion  required,  to  die  for  their  Country.  Po¬ 
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iicy  has  even  been  made  Ufe  of  to  encourage 
this  patriotic  Benevolence ,  and,  in  feme  States, 
Honours  and  Advantages  have  been  decreed 
to  thofe,  who  faved  the  Life  of  a  Citizen. 
Equally  praife- worthy  with  preferving  his  Life, 
muft  it  be,  to  refeue  a  Fellow-citizen  from 
the  Iron  Hands  of  Penury  and  Want;  nay  in 
fome  Cafes  perhaps  more  fo,  for  Death  is  of¬ 
ten  more  eligible  than  a  Life  of  IVretchednefs „ 

Men  of  Merit  are  to  be  found  in  aimed 
every  Nation;  but  Mankind  in  common  pre¬ 
fer  the  meritorious  of  their  own,  to  thofe  of 
any  other  Country.  We  cannot  extend  our  Be¬ 
ni  fice  nee  u niv erj 'ally ,  and  therefore  muft  felect 
the  Objefh  of  our  Charity  from  the  general 
Clafs  of  Mankind,  by  fome  Rule  or  other .  In 
forming  this  Rule,  we  are  led  to  feledt  thofe  of 
our  own  particular  Nation,  not  only  from  a 

natural  Defire  every  Man  has  to  relieve  then a, 
but  becaufe  Experience  teaches  us,  that  his- 

Countrymen  are  the  firft,  to  whom  a  Stranger 
in  Diftrefs,  thinks  of  applying  for  Relief. 


National  Attachments  and  Prejudices  are  for 
the  moft  Part  idle  and  unneceffary ;  and  when 
they  operate  fo  far,  as  to  make  us  injure  or  de- 
fpife  Perfons  born  in  a  different  Country  from 
ourfeives,  they  are  indeed  very  reprehenfible 
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But  although  national  Diftindion  Htould  on  mofi 
Occafions  be  avoided,  yet  the  Neceflity  of  form¬ 
ing  the  present  Society  is  one  Proof. \  that  on 
Jome  Occafions  it  may  anfwer  the  befl  Purpofes. 
Numbers  of  Engliflimen  have  arrived  in  this 
t-.ity,  and  being  difappointed  in  their  Expeda- 
trnns,  have  been  reduced  to  the  lowed  Ebb  of 
■dbels;  and  not  knowing  where  to  apply  for 
Relief  or  Advice,  have  funk  into  Ruin  almofl; 
unnoticed,  when,  perhaps,  a  little  good  Conn¬ 
ie;,  or  a /mail  pecuniary  Afiiftance,  would  have 

,a/®d.  td‘em  from  Reftrudion,  and  made  them 
uJeful  Members  of  Society. 

Lest  fuch  melancholy  Inftances  of  Wretch¬ 
edness  fhould  happen  for  the  future,  it  is  thought 
proper  by  the  Subfcribers,  to  form  themlelves 
into  an  Aflociation  by  the  Name  of  “  The 
*’  Socif.ty  of  the  SONS  of  St.  GEORGE , 

“  eftablifbed  at  Philadelphia,  for  the  Advice 
‘  ‘  and  Assistance  of  E  N  G  L I S  H  M  E  N  in 
“Distress;”  And  this,  not  for  the  Purpole 
of  keeping  alive  any  inviduous  national  DiftinR- 
tons,  which  ought  particularly  to  be  avoided 
between  the  different  Nations  which  compofe 
the  Britifh  State  in  America,  where,  all ‘the 
Freemen  (from  wherefoever  they  originally  mi¬ 
grated)  are  Brethren,  Friends  and  Coun¬ 
trymen,  but  merely  that  unfortunate  Eng¬ 
lishmen, 
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lishmen,  and  efpecially  thofe  who  are  Strangers 
in  America,  may  know  where  to  apply  for 
Countenance  and  Afliftance. 

It  is  therefore  agreed,  by  the  Subfcribers, 
that  they,  and  each  of  them,  will  become 
Members  of  the  faid  Society,  and  be  lubjeft 
to  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  Condudl  and  good  Government  thereof.

Rule  L  Of  the  Society's  Name,  the  Mem¬ 
bers  thereof  and  the  Society  Seal, 

sr^arit  HAT  this  Society  be  called  u  The 
“  Society  of  the  SONS  of  Sr. 
Y4  1  **  44  GEORGE ,  eftablifhed  at  Phila^ 
JH?  cc  delphia,  for  the  Advice  and  As- 
<c  sistance  of  ENGLISHMEN  /# 
“  Distress:  ’  And  that  no  perfon  be  admit¬ 
ted  a  member  of  this  fociety  in  future,  uniefs 
he  be  a  native  of  that  part  of  Great-Britain* 
called  England,  or  unJefs  his  father  be  an 

B  Enelifliman* 
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Englifliman.  That,  the  mode  of  choofmg 

members  be  by  ballot,  at  a  Quarterly  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  fociety,  in  the  prefence  of  the 
Preficlent  or  Vice-Prefident,  who  fliall  decide 
all  difputes  relative  to  the  condi  ft  and  pro¬ 
priety  of  the  electors  and  eleftion:  And  no 
per fon  fhall  be  admitced  a  member  of,  or 
be  introduced  into  the  fociety,  unlefs  he  be 

elected  by  at  lead  two  thirds  of  the  mem¬ 

bers,  prefect  at  fuch  Qiiarterly  Meeting;  and 
no  election  of  members  fliall  be  held,  unlefs 
the  Secretary  has  given  public  notice,  at  the 
time  of  iuinmoning  the  fociety,  that  a  new 
member,  or  members,  is,  or  are  to  be  chofen; 
and  fuch  new  member,  when  i  >  chofen,  fliall, 
before  he  receives  a  certificate  of  his  admd- 
fi  >n,  fubfcribe  the  focietv’s  rules,  and  pay 
into  the  hands  of  the  Trcaiurer,  a  turn  not 
lefs  than  'Thirty  Shillings  (which  lum  every 
fubferiher  hereto  agiees  to  pay  forthwith)  and 
after  fuch.  payment,  he  fhall  receive  a  certi- 
fi  ate  of  his  admiffion,  firned  by  the  Trea- 
furer  and  Prefident  or  Vice-Prefident,  and 
under  the  feal  of  the  fociety.  That  the  mem¬ 
bers  fliall  be  claffed  into  Refident  and  Hono¬ 
rary  ;  the  fir  ft  ccmpofed  of  fuch  as  re  fice  in 
this  city,  or  within  ten  miles  thereof,  and 
the  latter  of  fuch  Enghflimen,  or  Sons  of 
Enghfhmen,  who  being  non-refidents,  fliall

be  admitted  members,  and  prefent  the  fociety 
with  a  turn  n<>t  I e is  than  'Thirty  Shillings .  That 
a  common  Seal  be  pi  >vided,  with  cue  Arms  of 
England  engraved  thereupon,  tne  Creft,  St. 
Ge  rge  and  the  Dragon:  At  the  top,  the 
Words  “Libertas  et  natale  solum.55 
and  at  the  bottom,  t£  I  was  a  Stranger 

Ci  AND  YE  TOOK  ME  IN.” 

II.  Of  the  OFFICERS  of  the  Society + 

There  (hall  be  chofen,  by  holding  up  of 
hands,  on  every  St.  George’s  Day,  or  on 
fuch  day  or  time  previous  thereto  as  fhall 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting  immediately 
preceding  St.  George’s  Day,  a  P  reft  dent  ^  Vice - 
Prefidsnt ,  Ireafnrer ,  Secretary ,  a  Committee  of 
four  Per  Jons ,  to  be  cahed  Stewards ,  and  a 
Mejfenger  to  ferve  in  the  feveral  capacities 
hereafter  pointed  out,  for  the  year  eniuing 
iuch  their  eie&ion. 

III.  Of  the  Duty  of  the  P  R  E  S  I  D  E  N  T* 

and  the  Members  with  Refpeci  to  him . 

The  Prefident  fhall  preferve  good  order  and 
decency  at  all  meetings  of  the  fociety;  regu¬ 
late  the  debates,  and,  in  cafe  of  an  equality  of 
voices  or  votes  on  any  conteRed  matter*. 

B  2  fhall 
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ft  all  finally  decide  the  fame;  but  fhall  not 
Otherwile  interfere  further  than  for  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  the  difputes,  and  preserving  good  or¬ 
der.  He  fhali  alio  prefide  at  all  entertain¬ 
ments  and  meetings  of  the  fociety*,  and  fhall 
be  treated  by  ail  the  members  with  the  great- 
eft  deference  and  reipedt,  on  pain  of  any  rude 
or  unruly  member  being  lubjedt  to  luch  fine  as 
the  majority  of  the  fociety  fhall  fet,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Ten  Shillings ,  or  even  of  expulfion,  if 
fuch  majority  (hail  think  proper.  The  Prcfi- 
dent  fhali  alio  have  power  to  cal!  a  meeting  of 
the  fociety,  on  convenient  notice,  in  luch 
manner  as  he  fhall  think  beft. 

IV.  Of  the  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  the  abfence  of  the  Prefklent,  his  duties 
and  authority  fhall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Fre- 
fident,  who  fhall  be  fupported  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  exercife  of  luch  duties  and  powers. 
The  Vice- Prcfident  is  to  fign  and  allow  of  all 
orders  on  the  Treafurer,  for  the  payment  of  ail 
funis  of  money  under  Ten  Pounds ,  to  be  ciiftri- 
fauted  or  paid,  between  any  meetings  of  the 
fociety  for  charitable  purpofes  or  otherwile: 
Rut  if  the  money  fhall  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by 
the  majority  of  the  fociety,  the  Treafurer  fhall 
be  authorized,  (incaleof  the  Vice-Prefident’s 

refulal  to  fign  the  order)  to  pay  the  lame  on 

a  cer- 
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a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  of  the  fociety. 
iigned  by  the  Secretary.  The  Vice-Prefident 
fhall  have  the  cuftody  of  and  control  over  the 
common  feal,  unlefs  in  cafe  of  a  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  fociety,  when  he  fhall  be  oblig¬ 
ed  to  affix  or  permit  the  feal  to  be  affixed. 
He  fhall  alfo  diredt,  (with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Prefident,  if  the  Prefident  choofes  to  in¬ 
terfere)  the  place  of  meeting  at  either  the 
Quarterly  or  Annual  Meetings  of  the  lociety; 
and  fhall  fend  timely  notice  to  the  Secretary  of 
fuch  place,  which  fhall  be  within  the  city  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Vice-Prefident  fhall  not 
fign,  or  the  Treafurer  obey,  any  order  for 
a  fum  of  money  exceeding  Ten  Pounds 9  without 
the  fame  fhall  be  diredted  to  be  paid  by  a  ma¬ 
jority,  at  a  Quarterly  or  Annual  Meeting. 

V.  Of  the  TREASURE  R. 

The  Treafurer  fhall  have  the  cuftody  of  all 
the  papers,  money,  goods  and  effedts,  (except 
the  book  of  minutes  and  other  papers,  diredted 
to  remain  with  the  Secretary)  belonging  to  the 
fociety;  which  he  fhall  iafely  preferve  and 
keep  for  their  ufe.  He  fhall  pay  all  orders 
drawn  by  the  Vice  Prefident,  or  in  purfuance 
of  the  order  of  the  fociety  as  aforelaid  ;  and 
fhall  manage  the  flock  to  the  belt  advantage. 


for  the  benefit  of  the  fociety.  He  fhall  keep 
fair  and  regular  books  of  accounts  during  his 
adminiftration,  and  (hall  render  a  true  account 
of  all  monies  and  effects  received  by  him  be¬ 
longing  to  the  fociety*,  which  account  (hall  be 
liable  to  the  infpedtion  and  control  of  the  maj  >- 
rity  of  the  fociety,  who  (hall  and  may  approve 
or  diiallow  any  charges  or  difburiements  there¬ 
in  contained.  At  the  end  of  his  year  he  fh all 
deliver  over  to  the  lucceeding  Treafurer,  ali  the 
books,  money,  papers,  and  property  which 
he  had  received  belonging  to  the  fociety  •,  and 
(had  give  bond  to  the  Prefi  lent  and  Vice-Frefi- 
dent,  (who  (hill  be  T r nitres  of  tne  fame  for 
t:ie  ufe  of  the  fociety)  m  double  the  value  of 
the  fociety  Hock,  conditioned  for  his  the  laid 
I  reafurer’s  fauhful  ob  ervanre  of  all  the  rules, 
of  the  fociety  relative  to  Ids  duty.  The  laid 
F reafurer  to  be  excuied  in  cafe  of  fire  or  other 
unavoidable  accidents.  The  Treafurer  fhall 
ado  colledt  all  fines  incurred  by  any  members 
an'i  account  for  the  fame,  and  fhall  be  allowed 
any  expence  he  may  be  at  in  the  coliedhoa 
thereof. 


.  Of  the  SEC  R  E  T  A  R  Y. 


The  Secretary  (hall  provide  a  book,  wherein 
he  fhall  fairly  and  regularly  enter  all  the  rules 

and 
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and  regulations  of  the  fociety,  with  a  regifter 
of  the  names  of  the  members,  and  carefully 
minute  down  and  record  aii  the  proceedings  of 
the  fociery,  at  any  of  their  meetings.  He 
fhall  make  out  the  certificates  of  admiffion  of 
the  members,  fummon  the  fociety  or  c a ufe 
them  to  be  fummoned,  when  dire&ed  by  the 
Prefi  !ent  or  Vice-Prefident  as  aforelaid,  re¬ 
ceive  all  petitions  for  charity  and  deliver  them 
to  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefident,  or  commit¬ 
tee  of  four,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  diftri- 
bution  directed  to  be  made  of  all  monies,  and 
generally  do  all  the  writing  and  neceffary  bufi- 
nefs  of  the  fociety,  which  from  time  to  time 
fhall  occur:  And  final  1  deliver  over  to  his  fuc- 
ceflor  all  the  minutes  and  papers  which  he 
fhalF  have  in  his  cuftodv  :  And  fhall  be  allow’d 
and  paid  by  the  Treafurer,  all  his  reafonable 
expen ces  incurred  in  the  fervice  of  the  focie- 
ty.  The  Secretary  fhall  alfo,  after  every 
meeting,  furmfh  the  Treafurer  with  a  lift  of 
fines  due  from  any  members, 

VII.  Of  the  STEWARDS  or  Committee 

of  Four . 

The  Committee  fhall  with  theconfent  of  the 
Frcfident,  VUe- Prefident,  and  Treafurer,  or 
any  two  of  them,  chftribute  any  fum  or  fums 

in 
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in  charities,  between  the  times  of  quarterly 
meetings,  provided  fuch  diftribution  does  not 
in  the  whole  exceed  Ten  Pounds ,  or  Free 
Pounds ,  to  any  one  perfon.  They  fhall  diftri- 
bute  no  charity  but  to  Englifhmen,  or  Tons  of 
Englifhmen,  or  their  widows  and  children,  nor 
fhall  any  be  entitled  thereto,  but  fuch  as  are 
not  entitled  to  receive  relief  from  the  overfeers 
cf  the  poor  of  this  city.  They,  or  either  of 
them,  fha!l  wait  on  all  Grangers  who  are  Eng¬ 
lifhmen  or  fons  of  Englifhmen,  and  if  they  are 
of  ability  requeft  their  contributions  to  the  fo- 
ciety.  They  fhall  provide  entertainments  for 
the  fociety,  and  fettle  the  bills  on  all  public 
occafions. 

VIII.  Of  the  MESSENGERS. 

The  MefTenger  fhall  be  directed  by  the 
Treafurer  and  the  Secretary,  who  fhall  employ 
him  to  carry  the  notices  to  the  Members  of  the 
fov  iety,  and  to  collect  in  the  fines  and  quar¬ 
terly  contributions;  he  fhall  alfo  attend  on 
public  occafions,  and  receive  fuch  falary  or 
compenfation  for  his  trouble,  as  the  Vice-Prc- 
fident,  Treafurer,  Stewards  and  Secretary,  fnall 
think  adequate. 


IX. 


IX.  Of  Officers  dying  >  cr  rcfufing  to  ferve. 

If  any  of  the  Officers  of  the  fociety  fhould 
happen  to  die,  or  remove  out  of  the  province, 
others  fhall  be  choien  in  manner  aforefaid,  to 
ferve  the  remainder  of  the  year;  and  if  any 
member  be  choien  an  Officer,  and  refule  to 
ferve,  he  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  iociety 
flock  One  Guinea.  And  if  any  Officer  be  ne- 
cefiarily  abfent  at  any  meeting,  another  fhall 
be  choien  pro  hac  vice  in  his  room,  unlefs  the 
Officer  next  in  degree  fliali  be  prefect,  as  in 
that  cale  he  fhall  do  his  own,  and  the  duty  of 
the  Officer  abfent. 

X.  Of  the  MEETINGS  of  the  Society , 
and  the  Expence  thereof. 

T he  fociety  fhall  have  Hated  Quarterly 
Me  etings,  one  whereof  fhall  be  their  Annuaf 
Meeting  on  St.  George' s  day ;  and  Special  Meet¬ 
ings  when  the  fame  fhall  be  directed  by  the 
Prefident,  Viee-Prefident,  or  the  Committee, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Prefident,  or  Vice  - 
Prefident.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  to  be  on 
every  the  Twenty  third  Days  of  April ,  July , 
Otlober ,  and  January ,  in  every  year,  unlefs  ei- 
tner  of  the  laid  (lays  (hall  happen  on  a  Sundav, 
t.ien  the  laid  meetings  fhall  be  held  on  the  next 

C  lucceedinor 
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Succeeding  day.  Forty  Shillings  to  be  paid  to¬ 
wards  the  expences  of'  Quarterly  Meetings  out 
of  the  Society  flock,  and  the  bill  fettled  at 
eieven  o  clock  in  the  evenings  of  Such  meet¬ 
ings.  Every  member  prefent  on  St.  George's 
day,  Shall  pay  his  dub.  Every  refident  mem¬ 
ber  abfenting  him  Self  from  a  Quarterly  Meet¬ 
ing,  Shall  pay  to  the  Treafurer  the  fum  of 
cIwo  Shillings  and  Six  Fence ,  as  a  fine  for  fiach 
ab fence  at  a  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  Five  Shil¬ 
lings  for  abfenting  himfelf  from  an  Annual 
Meeting,  unlefs  Inch  abfenting  member  Shall 
give  to  the  members  at  their  next  Quarterly 
Meeting,  a  reasonable  excufe  to  be  approved  of 
by  the  majority  then  met  for  Such  his  abSence. 
Honorary  members  to  be  exempted  from  any 
fines  for  ablences. 


XI.  Of  the  raifing  and  diflritmting  the  Society 

STOC  K. 

Besides  the  Subscriptions  of  members  on 
ad  million,  it  will  be  found  necefiary  that  fome 
further  provision  Should  be  made  for  raifing 
a  fund  for  the  exigencies  of  the  Society;  there - 
jure,  over  ami  above  their  fubferiptions,  every 
member  Sin  all  contribute  and  pay  the  Sum  of 
Five  Shillings  quarterly,  during  every  year, 
for  two  years  from  tins  date,  not  above  one 

fourth 
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fourth  of  the  flock,  which  fhall  appear  to  be  in 
the  prefent  Treafurer’s  hands  at  the  annual  fet- 
tlement  of  his  accounts,  ill  all  be  diflributed  in 
charities  or  otherwife,  the  next  lucceeding  year* 
and  after  that  time  fuch  part  as  the  fociety  or  a 
majority  of  them  fhall  approve  of.  As  the  foci¬ 
ety  do  not  proceed  upon  narrow  principles,  but 
will  aflift  their  poor  countrymen  in  a  way 
which  will  be  alio  advantageous  to  the  com¬ 
munity,  artificers  and  manufacturers  coming 
into  this  province,  and  being  natives  ot  ling- 
land,  or  Ions  of  Englifhmen,  fhall  be  encou¬ 
raged  and  aflifted  by  the  fociety,  more  abun¬ 
dantly  than  thole  poor  people  who  are  not  of 
any  trade  or  calling.  At  leaf!  three  fourths  or 
the  fociety  flock  fhall  be  put  to  interefc  by  the 
Treafurer,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 
The  fecurities  for  the  fum  or  fums  io  lent,  to 
be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  then  Prefident,  or 
Vice- Prefident,  and  it  fhall  be  exprtfled  on  the 
back  of  the  bonds,  or  fecurities,  that  the  mo¬ 
ney  lent  is  the  property  of  the  fociety,  which 
endorfement  fhall  be  figned  by  the  Prefident,  or 
Vice  Prefident.  No  fum  above  Jen  Pounds 
fhall  be  given  in  charity,  without  the  exprels 
order  of  the  majority  of  the  fociety  at  a  Quar¬ 
terly,  or  Special  meeting.
